THE FINEST OF IRISES 


THERE ARE GIANTS IN THESE DAYS! 

And this refers to our present day Irises. The 
older Irises were colorful and prolific, but mostly 
the flowers were small, of poor form and little sub- 
stance. Practically all of the Irises hiere listed have 
been developed and introduced within the past fifteen 
years. Nearly all produce very large flowers—2 to 4 
times as large as the older sorts—are good growers 
‘and splendidly formed, with strong stalks and heavy 
substance, and they show us many new colorings and 
color blends. Our large plantings of Irises include 
more than one-half of the 100 finest Irises listed in 
1946 by the Judges Syposium of the Ameican Iris 
Societv. besides many wonderful sorts toad new to be 
mcluded in that list. 


IRIS—“The most decorative form in all the flower 
world.” 
Practically all of the Irises herein offered were 
transplanted in 1945 and 1946 into new, heavy black 
soil which produces the best of rhizomes. 


We have hundreds of varieties not listed here, 
partly because of limited quantities, partly because 
of labor conditions. 


IRIS HONORS. The initials H. M. mean Honor- 
able Mention; A. M. Award of Merit; and D. or 
Dykes, the Dykes Medal. These are all honors 
voted to various Irises by numerous official Iris 
judges and awarded by national Iris Societies. The 
Dykes Medal is the highest honor an Iris can re- — 
ceive. and not more than one each year can be 
awarded in this country, one in France, and one 
in England.
